"Connecticut was the first colony 
in America to turniah a victim to

W HO OWNS YOUR X-RA Y PIC TU R E? 
W hen you have your photograph taken, you own the picture. 
W hen you have been X -rayed, however, th e result m ay be owned by 
the photographer, even though you pay for it. 
So it h as been decided by one court, a i least, we read in The 
Journal of the A m erican Medical Association (Chicago). 
The idea seem s to be th a t the hospital staff arc th e only ones who 
know w hat the X -ray pictures m ean, and th a t w hat the p atien ts pay 
for is not the pictures them selves but th e knowledge and experience 
th a t m akes th eir in terp retatio n possible. 
Says T he Journal: 
“The question w hether the roentgenogram s of a hospital p atien t 
belong to the patient or to the hospital was answ ered by a court for 
the first tim e, so far as is known, in H urley H ospital vs. Gage, decided 
on appeal. April 21. by th e circuit court for th e county of Genesee, 
M ichigan. 
“T he patient had been roentgenographed in th e roentgenographic 
departm ent of th e H urley hospital at F lint. 
T he usual charge for the 
service was included in th e p atien t’s bill. 
He m ade a paym ent on 
account, but refused to pay th e charge for roentgenographic service 
unless the roentgenogram s were delivered Co him. 
"T he hospital refused to deliver them and sued the p atien t for 
the balance due. 
In the justice’s court w here thp suit was instituted, 
judgm ent was given against the hospital. 
T he hospital, however, 
because of th e principle involved, appealed to the circuit court of 
G enesee county. 
"At the hearing on the appeal, no one appeared on behalf of the 
patient, and th e case was heard and judgm ent rendered w ithout the 
subm ission of evidence or argum ent by him. 
"In giving judgm ent, th e court pointed out th a t the hospital sold 
and patien ts paid for, not th e m aterial th a t w ent into roentgenogram s, 
but knowledge and experience. 
T he protection of th e hospital m ight 
depend largely on the proper preservation of the roentgenogram s and, 
said the court, th e films should rem ain w ith th e hospital. 
'•Judgm ent was given against th e patien t for the balance due on 
his bill, covering th e am ount charged by the hospital for the roentgen­ 
ogram s.”
